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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the electric heater must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

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The use of the trademark VELCRO has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 7, 20 are is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The claim does not adequately support the plurality of solutions to be 
heated within the apparatus since the intended use of the preamble to claim 1 is not given 
patentable weight. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: Applicant has not disclosed the claimed electric heating element. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1-6, 8-13, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lassota (US 6821539). 

Lassota discloses an apparatus for heating comprising a casing, a heating mechanism, and 
a reservoir formed by said casing. Lassota discloses both the use of exothermic heating means 
and electrical heaters. The limitations not enumerated herein are considered to be inherent in 
Lassota. It is noted that the preamble of claim 1 recites an intended use and does not patenably 
distinguish from the prior art having the same structure. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-13, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Layer (US 2004/0065314 Al). 

Layer discloses an apparatus for heating medical fluid comprising a casing, a heating 
mechanism, and a reservoir formed by said casing, whereas the heating mechanism is an 
exothermic reaction. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Layer. 
Absent a teaching as to criticality that the securing mechanism be glue, VELCRO, or a 
bolt, this particular means of securing is deemed to have been known by those skilled in the art 
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since the instant specification and evidence of record fail to attribute any significance (novel or 
unexpected results) to a particular arrangement. In re Kuhle, 526 F.2d 553, 555, 188 USPQ 7, 9 
(CCPA 1975).
